TO BE ENCOURAGED 


A community fair in every 
community to,stimulate inter- 
est in fmproved farming meth- 
ods and better agricultural pro- 
ducts will be encouraged dur- 
ing the present fall season by 
county agents, district agents, 
and specialists of the Alabama 
Extension Service, aceording 
to Prof. L. N Dunean, Director. 

As explained by Extension 
workers, community fairs are 
short courses in practial agri- 
culture and home economics. 
for best results the entire com- 
munity should take part, and 
along with them there should 
be a limited amount of recre- 
ation and other entertainment.
